R Churchill's mission to the United 
States begins today when he 
arrives in New York and proceeds im- 
mediately to Washington to join 
President Truman. There has been no 
shortage of speculation about the 
subjects the two statesmen intend to 
discuss, while the British national 
Press has been at some pains to e:n- 
phasise that the Prime Minister has 
gone to Washington, not as a supplicant 
for free gifts, but to explain 
clearly and earnestly to American 
public opinion the problems and per- 
plexities which are Britain’s lot to- 
day; to reveal how the nation hopes to 
resolve the difficulties, largely through 
its own efforts, and also to emphasise 
how essential it is that at this time 
there should display itself in the 
United States a friendly understanding 
of the situation. And it is the effect 
which Mr Churchill can exert on 
American public opinion that will 
make his present visit one either of 
success or relative failure, for un- 
questionably there have been profound 
shifts in public opinion on domestic 
and external affairs during the past 
seven years. One writer has described 
post-war trends in the United States 
as a “counter-revolution.” The pendu- 
jum that the late President Roosevelt 
vigorously pushed one way now ap- 
pears to be swinging back. Not easy 
to determine is what distance it will 
go. Certainly not back to the starting 
point, and perhaps, not very far. It is 
the key, however, to the developing 
Presidential election and it vitally 
affects Mr Churchill’s mission and

ment and apparent prosperity, rising 
prices and high taxes provide heavy 
ammunition for Mr Truman's political 
and economic critics, These, it may 
be suggested, are some of the factors 
which have some influence on Ameri- 
can public opinion today and cannot be 
ignored when making an appeal to 
that enlightened mass thought. 
Moreover, Mr Churchill, or any other 
non-American, has to take inte con- 
sideration influences which have 
helped to remould the attitude of the 
United States people to international 
politics. One commentator has gone 
as far as suggesting that the Korean 
conflict, which has cost so many 
American lives, has also stimulated 
two natural temptations—either to try 
and end the war quickly by the use of 
the atomic bomb or to forsake the 
war, ignore international obligations 
and drop the United Nations com- 
pletely. Neither temptation has pre- 
vailed, or will prevail, but their 
existence may help to account for an 
American global policy which many 
consider to be ‘argely negative and too 
circumscribed. Against such a back- 
ground Mr Churchill has no easy mis- 
sion. But he is tremendously aided by 
the fact that in the United States he 
is, almost without exception, highly 
popular. The trade union Liberals recall 
him as a friend of Roosevelt ; the Conser-

Mr W. M. Thomson, Hong- 
kong’s Defence Secretary, 
died this morning in Queen 
Mary Hospital after an ili- 
ness lasting less than a 
month, 


Mr Walter Morris Thomson, 
who was 46 years af age, first 
came to Hongkong as a Cadet 
in the Colonial Service in 
February, 1929. 

He served in several Govern- 
mentel departments, and then 
in 1935 was appointed Assistant 
Superintendent of Imports and 
Exports. The following year 
he became acting Superintendent, 
Mr Thomson continued to serve 
in the Imports and Exports 
Department until he went on 
leave in 1941. 

During the war he was 
seconded to the British Colonics 
Suppty Mission in Washington 
and served as liaison officer for 
the British West Indian Colonies. 


PLANNING UNIT 


In 1944 he ‘was attached to 
| the Hongkong Planning Unit, 
and seconded to the War Office, 
Colonial Department. With the 
rank of Colonel he was appoint- 
ed Deputy Chief Civil Affairs 
Officer and returned to Hong- 
kong with the British Military 
Administration when the Japan- 
ese surrendered. 

In this capacity the late Mr 
Thomson helped to direct the 
successful purchasing missions 
which secured for the Colony 
much needed materials and 
commodities. 

In 1946 Mr Thomson, in addi- 
tlon to other duties, became 
acting director of Supplies, 
Trade and Industry.

INDOORS WITHOUT LIGHTS 


It secms that many pzople 
want to know about making in- 
door snaps of children by day- 
light—without . using flash or 
flood lamps. They also asked 
what special gadgets or equip- 
ment one needs for snaps of this 
type. 


To answer the second question 
first, all that Is needed in the 
way of equipment is a window— 
preferably one through which 
unobstructed light from the sky 
enters the house—and a white 
sheet or piece of cardboard to 
serve es a reflector. 


For one of the best ways of 
picturing people indoors is to 
place them at a window so that 
light from the sky falls upon 
them. The camera js then placed 
at an angle—so that a line from 
the lens to the subject makes an 
angle of approximately 45 de- 
grees with the window. The 
sheet or other reftector is placed 
on the opposite side of the sub- 
ject from the window so that it 
reflects the light on the “shadow 
side.” 


In trying a shot of this type, 


a bright day, the light may be 
too strong if the subject is close 
1o the window and facing it—so 
strong that there’s no gradation 
of tone to model the subject's 
fectures. So K's a good idea to 
place thé subject next to the 
window, study the lighting, and 
move the subject back from the 
window so that the light Is effec- 
tively softened. i 


Or it may pay'to tum the sub- 
ject’s head so that his face is 
partially shadowed, remember- 
ing that the white sheet or re- 
flector can be used to lighten 
the shadow area. 


When exposure's concerned, 
there are no hard and fast rules 
for pictures of this type. As a 
general rule an exposure of 1/5 
to 1/10 of a’ second at £/6.3 is 
approximately right with cis- 
tomary roll film. With the same 
film and a box-type camera a 
time exposure 1s needed; some~ 
where between two and six 
seconds should be close to the 
mark. In any case, the wise idea 
is to try two or three different 
exposures. One is almost sure to 
be good.

Explosion 


In Czech 
Coal Mine 


London, Jan, 4 

Prague Radio reported today 
that an explosion in a main 
Czechoslovak coal basin halted 
preduc con al jhe mine. 

The explosion, it said, was in 
the Barbara pit of the Ostrava 
district, an area where maxi- 
mum efforts have been made 
recently to raise production. 

The Radio gave no reasons 
for the explosion but said that 


the management hoped the 
miners would be able to resume 
work soon.

Prague Radio said today that 
two pits in the district, named 
after President Gottwald and 
the Premier, Zatotocky, have 
been supplied with coal-digging 
and conveying machinery. 

It added that a Soviet special- 
ist ts supervising the installa- 
tion of Dondas Comdest (named 
after the big Russian coal-pro- 
ducing centre). 

The mechanisation of work 
in the Ostrava-Karvina area 
was decided on two months 
ago.. The manager of the 
Ostrava-Karvina coal combine 
was quoted iby Prague Radlo 
today as saying that four mines 
had been combined under one 
management but this had not 
brought the expected results — 
Reuter.
